After a short conversation with 
his passenger he repeated the ma- 
neuver, and It was not until the 
third landing that he appeared sat- 
isfied and leftthe field. 


Observers saw in the flight an 


application by Lindbergh of the 
practice inculcated in the training 
corps of the United States army. 
Whenever a flier cracks up a ma- 
chine, he is sent back into the air 
immediately In order to overcome 
any possible loss of confidence that 
may have resulted from his exper- 
ience. 


Miss Morrow Drives Car. 


Miss Morrow drove the automo- 


bile back to the city, although the 
colonel had handled It on the trip 
to the field, showing as much one 
handed deftness with the land ma- 
chine as he did with the airplane. 


The couple fairly rushed to the 


automobile after the flight, avoid- 
ing newspaper reporters and mere- 
ly nodding and smiling to the army 
field officials. 


Previous to their air excursion 


the colonel had looked over the 
damage to the plane which over- 
turned yesterday when he had to 
bring it down to earth minus one 
of its landing wheels.

badly damaged airplane to remind 
him of the 
narrowness of their 


escape. Miss Morrow fared better. 


Lost KlRbt Wheel 


After leaving Valbuena air field 


yesterday with a small bag packed 
with sandwiches Colonel Lindbergh 
and Miss Morrow flew to a nearby 
spot for a picnic lunch. In the 
take-off for the return trip the air- 
plane lost Its right wheel-proba- 
bly It Is now believed, because a 
mechanic greasing It had failed to 
rcfasten thp cotter key which held 
it to the axle. 
When he was flying back to Val- 


buena field 
Colonel 
Lindbergh's 


thoughts were on his predicament, 
and how best to emerge from It. 
Finally he reached over to Miss 
Morrow, seated at his side, and told 
her, 
above the road of the motor, 


they probably would 
turn 
over 


when they landed. 
He showed her how to* take the 


cushions from the plane's seats and 
pack them around her body, with 
jthers about her head so that the 
'hock of the crash would be lessen- 
ed. Then, to guard against explos- 
ion of the gasoline when the plane 
Lurned over he maneuvered back 
and forth over the field until all 
but the dregs in the tank were ex- 
hausted. 
He waved to army mechanics and

(Editor's Note: The following was 


prepared and read by the late J. Y. 
Roberts, about three weeks ago be- 
fore a prayer meeting of the First 
Baptist church. 
Much interesting 


information concerning the early 
history of the First Baptist church 
and Corsicana Is contained In the 
paper. Mr. Roberts suffered a sud- 
den attack of appendicitis and died 
shortly after on operation. He was 
a pioneer business man of this city 
and enjoyed 
a 
wide 
circle of 


friends all of whom were genuine- 
ly grieved at his death.) 


"In the 12th chapter of Genesis 


we find that God said to Abram. 
"Get thee out of here and I will 
show thce a Country." He did not. 
tell him that he would give him 
anything but would show him a 
country, and without murmuring 
or excuses he gathered his posses- 
sions together and to Canaan he 
went. 
And Lot, his brother's son 


went with him. Lot was evidently 
far above the average man intel- 
lectually or he would never have 
been mentioned here. 
And again, 


the devil never selects a simpleton 
to do his work because they will 
always fall in line. And 
I 
want 


you to know that while we have our 
Abrams in this the 19th Century, 
we still have our Lots, of whom I 
will have something to say later. 


"But It is an evident fact that 


Abram was not like some 19th Cen- 
tury preachers, because, he asked 
no questions eta" to tho kind of a 
house he would live in n&r the sal- 
ary he would get and the many 
other modern questions, but fully 
trusting in his God being able and 
willing to take care of him he mov- 
ed his family and all of his posses- 
sions in to a strange country and 
the first thing he did was to erect 
an altar showing the strange peo- 
ple that he did not worship idols 
but the true and living God. It is 
true that after he had proved his 
faithfulness, God changed his name 
to Abraham, and said I will give 
thec all this country. He was only 
speaking from a spiritual stand- 
point. And we find him faithful to 
the charge given him until his God 
called him home. 
We find other 


faithful 
followers in his deccnd- 


ants in Isaac, Jacob. Moses and 
Solomon. 
But when God answered 


Solomon's prayer for wisdom, it ap- 
peared that the topmost round in 
the ladder was reached. 
Solomon 


forgot to ask God for grace and 
will power to withstand the many 
temptations that crossed his path- 
way and he trusted in his riches 
and wisdom of earthly things, and 
like Lot >he fell and it was a ter- 
rible fall. 
War Between States. 


"From 1861 to 1865 the bloodiest 


war history gives us any account 
of was waged in the United States 
between the Northern and Southern 
states. 
And 
during 
those 
four 


years there were 
hundreds, 
yes 


thousands of the very best men in 
our land went forth to do battle 
on either side for 
what 
they 


thought was right that never re- 
turned, and almost all of these In 
our Southland that did return had 
nothing to welcome them except a 
half starved, half clothed family, 
and ofttimes where they had left :i 
comfortable house to live in there 
was nothing to greet them except 
a lone chimney and a pile of ashes. 
Such was the condition in almost 
every State in our beautiful South- 
land east of the Mississippi river 
at the close of what some people 
are pleased to call the Civil War, 
but I have never been able to see 
anything civil about this or any 
other war. and I have lived through 
three. 


"Is there any one here that will 


deny the assertion that God said 
unto his people in the South just 
as he did to Abram. "Get thee out 
of here and I will show thec a coun- 
try." Instead of going to Sanaan 
as Abram did, these men of whom 
I will speak later turned their faces 
toward Texas. At that time, how- 
ever, East Texas was a wilderness, 
West Texas.a desert, and 
in 
my 


opinion, the most beautiful coun- 
try men ever looked upon was the 
black land belt, of Texas. 
Baptist Pioneers. 


"If my first assertion 
is true, 


you will all agree with me that Cor- 
sicana and Navarro county were 
wonderfully blessed from a Baptist 
viewpoint when you think of Com- 
pere, Lee, Durham, Beasley, Leak 
and others in the country, and last 
but not least, Freeman and Mullins 
in Corsicana, and we can readily 
see the wonderful display of milj- 
tary tactics of our Lord in placing 
his army of soldiers of the Cross, 
and they were almost as much in 
the minority as Abraham was when 
he first entered Canaan. 
All who 


knew them as I did will agree with 
me that they never lost an opportu- 
nity to tell the Story of the Cross 
and why they were Baptists. 


"The First Baptist 
Church 
of 


Corsicana was organized in 1856 or 
1857 with a very small membership, 
and as this was a very thinly set- 
tled frontier country, (the entire 
population of the county being but 
little more than the membership of 
this church today.) 
And the finan- 


cial ability of the entire Church 
would not equal that of several of 
our individual members. 


Early Progress Slow. 


"Among the first pastors were 


Reverend Teas and J. T. Puryer. 
and like all other churches in this 
wild frontier county it made slow 
progress. 
After first being organ- 


ized and it was but a few years un- 
til war was declared between the 
North and South 
during which 


time there was but little or no at- 
tention given to school and church- 
es, not. only here but in all of our 
Southland. 
And when the above 


named ministers of the Gospel ar- 
rived here they found a people com- 
pletely demoralized, 
having 
like

No Regular Pastor. 


"I am indebted to our Brother 


Fred W. Freeman for a partial his- 
tory of this church. After his fath- 
er "came here just after the Civil 
War he tells me that there was no 
regular pastor but that Bro. Lee 
and his father taught school and 
preached when and wherever they 
could get a place to preach. Bro. 
S. B. Mullins came about one yonr 
after his father, then the Baptist 
rented an old vacant, store build- 
ing at the corner of Third avenue, 
and Eleventh street, then Mulberry 
street. They continued holding ser- 
vices in this way u n t i l 187fi when 
they acquired a lot and built their | 
first church which is located on j 
12th street, between Collin street 
and Fifth avenue, which is now 
the property of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian congregation. It was 
a very hard struggle to build it, and 
it was said by many people, "they 
will never build It," and the same 
thing was said In the building of 
both churches after this. 


"In connection with the building 


of this church, there are two mem- 
bers of whom I wish to make spe- 
cial mention. They are Mrs. E. O. 
Vaughn, formerly 
Miss Blanche 


Mull'ins, and Mrs. W. J. McKic. for- 
merly Miss Kate Stiller. The first 
time I ever saw them, they were 
young girls, and were soliciting 
funds to build this First Baptist 
Church, and they had a. hard time 
of it because it was not so easy to | 
interest the people in the Baptist j 
cause at that day and time as it. is 
now. 
If I am not mistaken, they 


are the only two that are living in 
Corsicana today that were mem- 
bers of the First Baptist Church at 
that time. 


Itcv. S. G. Muljins. 


"First. Bro. S. G. Mullins. (father 


of Dr. E. Y. Mullins and Mrs. E. O. 
Vaughn) was pastor of this church 
and Bro. Fred Freeman tells me 
was pastor several different times, 
always willing to serve his Lord as 
best he could. 
Bros. 
Freeman. 


Coulson and Scott lived here and 
acted as supply preachers but were 
never called to the pastorate of the 
church. Bro. Mullins was followed 
by L. R. Scruggs, and E. B. Hard- 
wick, 
W. B. Bagby, W. I. Fczell, 


John Bass Shelton. Bro. Luther 
and T. J. Walne, who resigned be- 
cause he saw a future for the Bap- 
tint too large for one of his age 
and urged the calling of a young 
man. This prophecy was not believ- 
ed by many at that time, but it 
was true. Up to this lime it was 
the custom to call the pastor for one 
year. Bro. A. B. Ingram was the 
next pastor called to the pastorate, 
at which time the church changed 
its policy from an annual call to an 
indifinite call which is the custom 
of this church 
today. 


Hard Struggle. 


"Up to this time, as I sa.w it, the 


church had a hard struggle to tx- 
ist. but from this time up to pres- 
ent day we as a church have been 
wonderfully blessed. 


"Brother Jeff D. Ray 
followed 


Bro. Ingram, anct in 1901. during his 
administration we built the build- 
ing at the corner of 
Collin 
and 


Fourteenth street. 
I well remem- 


ber a. conversation at. the dedica- 
tion of this church, that none of 
the present member's would be liv- 
ing when this church got too small 
to accommodate the membership. 
This shows that we have been bless- 
ed far beyond the expectations of 
our most loyal members. 


"Bro. Jiles Taylor came 
after 


Bro. Ray. then Bro. D. L. Haley. 
Bro. B. W. Vining. who like Bro. 
Walnc saw a great future for us 
and soon began to urge the mem- 
bership to purchase the 
lot 
on 


which our church now stands, tell- 
ing them they would soon have to 
have it but there was but a few of 
the members saw things as he did. 


! but all will agree now that he was 
correct.. 


Growth of the Church. 


"Bro. E P. Kennedy came after 


Bro. Vining. and this bring:, us to 
the present time with Bro. J. How- 
ard Williams who has been with us 
three years. This will give you an 
idea of the progress of the First 
Baptist Church starting after the 
Civil War without any properly at 
all. 
The first building was erect- 


ed in 1876. at a. cost of $8000,00. 
with half if not. more 
on 
time. 


Twenty-five years later, it required 
a $35,000.00 building to accommo- 
date our people, and twenty-three 
years later a $150.000.00 buildinr;, 
and at the present time we have- 
not sufficient room for 
all 
our 


work. 
You must not overlook the 


fact 
that 
the 
Calvary Baptist 


church is altogether a product of 
the First Church. The south side 
and Hope Baptist churches are tin: 
seed sown in good ground by the 
old pioneer's of whom I have spok- 
en. 


"In other words, when the writ- 


er came to Corsicana, the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian chinch was the 
leading church in wealth and mem- 
bership, with the Methodist a clnse 
second and the Batist had no or- 
ganization at. all, and if my niem- 


I ory serves me right but few. if any 
! of the members owned their hom"s. 
] as I have stated they all refugeed 


here from their Homeland that 
had been torn asunder in four years 
of cruel war. 


"While it may he said by some 


that we have not done as much as 
we should have, it is to be hoped 
t h a t our critics will be charitable 
enough to give us credit for what 
we have done. 


Great Increase Shown. 


"It is true that in all these years 


they have had their trials and made 
Iheir mistakes even to the selec- 
tion of a pastor to lead them. But 
no one can deny the fact that as a 
whole we, the Baptist of Corsicana 
have been a success and have been 
wonderfully blessed. Havin;; in less 
then sixty years increased from not 
more than twenty-five members to 
over 2500 in Corsicana, and over 
5nno in the county, with a property 
valuation of $200.000.00 in Corsicairi 
to say nothing about the smaller 
towns' and in the rural districts. 


"It may be of interest to some of 


I lie members to know that the sal- 
ary paid the first pastor of our 
church in 1876 was $400.00. and 
when his friends wanted to raise 
the salary to $1)00.00, it was voted 
down on the 
grounds 
that, 
the 


church was not able to pay it. And 
now in 192S. the church gave for 
al purposes $132.000.00. $110.000.00 
of this amount went to Baptist 
causes outside of the church. And 
our present indebtedness 
is loss 


than 20 per cent of the value of our 
real estate. 


"This will show you that we in 


Navarro county 
ami Corsicana, 


have after years of hard struggling 
and sacrificing for our Lord taken 
our place in the front ranks with 
the 
religious denomination. 
But 


because we have risen to this po- 
sition makes it all the more nec- 
essary for us to keep a close watch 
on our possessions 
and 
member- 


ship, and to spend much time in 
prayer to our Lord asking Him to 
draw us nearer to Him and keep 
un from going out from our church 
work and spending our time wth 
institutions 
whose 
foundations 


were If^id by man. 
"Just like Lot of whom I have 


spoken above, this was his weak- 
ness, his record was good so long 
as he stayed under the influences 
and care of Abraham his uncle. 
But like many of our present day 
he was attracted by 
the 
bright 


lights of the city and soon forgot 
the sacred vows of his church and 
set them aside for the obligations 
of institutions originated by man.

ute to the wonderful work done by 
the women 
In carrying 
on the

men had Advanced far beyond the 
men in this endeavor.

We Do to Harness the Man Power 
in Our Church?"

And Apostolic Sites In Asia

This lesson lures to travel mem- 


ories. For it recalls the romance- 
crowded story

the Christian 


church, which has outlasted 
the 


*«?nturics, but 'is 
today missing 


'™'A>m many of its earliest strong- 


holds. Jackals are howling tonight 
in some 
Asiatic wilderness that 


were once 
flourishing Christian 


communities; and I have traversed 
regions where there are no remind- 
ers of the followers of Jesus except 


• multitudinous graves. 


Against the 
background of a 


marvelous past we must place the 
mighty present of the church 
in 


lands which were unknown -until 


-onore than a thousand years after 
^Christianity had attained, imperial 
proportions in the land of its birth. 


Old Antioch always comes first to 


mind in any review of the church; 
lor it was there that the disciples 
were first called Christians. Later 
the city was wholly Christian and 
the seat of Christian authority and 
doctrine. Now it is a lifeless Turk- 
ish town — although 
situated in 


Syria—and its few oriental Chris- 
tians are supplemented by a cour- 
ageous mission of the Irish Pnpsby- 
terian church. More interesting to 
me than any of the antiquities of 
this place of many ruins is the 
overshadowing mountain peak of 
Jebel Aero, where the Emperor Jul- 
ian the Apostle -tried to revive the 
gods of ancient Rome by a dra- 
matic sacrifice to Jupiter. But he 
failed, and later cried. "Thou hast 
conquered, O pale Galilean!" 


In Present-Day Jpi-usuleni 


Around the mother-city a'- Chris- 


tianity, old Jerusalem, the battle 
of the cross has raged through long 
centuries. Here the Apostles dwelt. 
near the site of the crucifixion and 
resurrection of Christ, and here the 
first Church Councils were held. 
"Beginning 
at 
Jerusalem." the 


church began her n.issionary ca- 


i reer. Nine times since thenv the 


city has been razed only to rise 
again as the world's religious capi- 
tal. Memories of th crusades and 
of a ceaseless stream of pilgrimage 
throng the mind of the present day 
Christian who circumambulates the 


• picturesque walls, or Iroks down 


upon Jerusalem 
from the neigh- 


boring slope of Olivet. 


Today 
Jerusalem is still 
the 


scene of bitter religious strife. It is 
overwhelmingly a. Moslen. city. The 
Christians, v.-ho -have many church- 
es and shrines anu monasteries, are 
malignantly jealous of one another, 
the principal factionalism, being be- 
tween the 
Roman Catholics and 


Greek Orthodox. 
But the follow- 


ers of all churches vnite in a com- 
mon cause with the Moslems in in- 
•irnse opposition to Zionism. For 
Tilie sweet spirit of .tolerance* and 
love and spirituality, orie must look 
elsewhere than to Jerusalem. 
Static Churches of the Kagt 
Whatever his cwr church rela- 


tions, a Christian from the West is 
/^.astonished at the lifeless formalism 


'Tof the churches ii the East. They 


seem to have remained static for 
ages. Outward forms have been se- 
dulously guarded, 
but 
the vital 


spark of spirituality is difficult to 


discern. The dead hand oi politl- 
co-ecclesiasticism is ' pon them. 


When 
Constantino 
the 
Great, 


early In the fourth century, estab- 
lished Christianity as the religion 
of the Roman Empire, he did the 
church a vast disservice. He put 
the eagles of civil power above the 
cross of spiritual truth. And C'hris- 
tionlty has never recovered 
from 


that injury. 


Strange though 1; may seem, the 


church has ' always coveted civic 
recognition and political power and 
strength 
of 
organization. 
With- 


in the church there have been suc- 
cessive reforms of this worldy ten- 
dency; but in tlipj the reforming 
bodies succumb to the same secu- 
larizing and materializing tenden- 
cies. 
The outward form becomes 


more precious than the inner real- 
ity. Stability grows to be more de- 
sirable than testimony. 
No de- 


nomination is free frorr. this ten- 
dency to "dig in" behind institu- 
tionalism and vested interests. AH 
unwittingly, the Church of Christ 
usurps the place of the Christ of 
the Church. 


The Great Persistence. 


In spite of this germ of decay, 


within and fierce new foes without, 
the church has lived and increased. 
When one looks upon the now in- 
significant Nestorian church which 
many hundreds of years ago had 
established a chain of Christian 
missions stretching clear from Con- 
stantinople to Pekin. the almost 
miraculous power 
of persistence 


that inheres in the Gospel become? 
apparent The Gregorian, 
or Ar- 


menian church, has likewise been 
a ma.-tyr church for long ages, yet 
as she has kept faith The Eastern 
Orthodox, or Greek 
church, has 


borne the brunt of the battle with 
Mohammedanism 
right down to 


the present day; and for this r e 
must, overlook many defects The 
Latin, or Roman Catholic church, 
or Western church, has been freer 
from persecution than these others, 
and has spread most widely. The 
ancient Coptic church has kept the 
lamp of faith burning amidst a 
great and long darkness. 


It has been my lot to travel 


through the eastern Caucasus and 
western Persia and northern Syria 
and mid-Sinai and 
Trans-Jordan 


and Arabia, where tho. story of the 
church Is written mosMy 
in ruins 


and broken monuments. 
I ha.ve 


seen scores 
of ruined 
churches 


where there arc no 
longer 
any 


Christians. And it befell that I 
saw, in 1922-23, the evacuation of 
the old churches from Asia Minor. 
where they had persisted 
since 


their planting by 
the 
apostles 


Nevertheless, the Christian church 


•mains not defeateu, but victor- 


ious—and over a wider geopraphi- 
cal area than ever before. 


The Goodly Fellowship. 


Last night I heard an illsutrated 


lecture upon 
the 
new Christian 


churches in Africa, where tens of 
thousands 
of 
primitive 
blacks 


have come out of heathendom since 
this century began. A few weeks 
ngo I saw Explorer 
Macmillan's 


pictures of the churches among 
the Eskimos. Chinese, Korean,. Jap- 


anese, Indian, Malay and Persian 
and Syrian and Egyptian churches 
I have visited for myself. 
This 


"goodly fellowship" of Christians 
of all colors and races and condi- 
tions Is the hope of the world. 


For this in the New Testament's 


central truth about the church; it 
is a spiritual btfdy of the disciples 
of Christ, of whom He is the head. 
No ecclesiastical organization can 
contain them. They are members 
of all Christian churches, from the 
ancient Greek and Latin to the 
Quakers a.nd Mennonltes and Naz- 
arencs. Only ignorance of the Bible 
and of Christian history can war- 
rant any group of Christians In as- 
suming that they alone are 
the 


church. "The Lord knowcth them 
that are His own." 


Jesus did not talk about thu 


church, although the Apostles did; 
and Ho founded it. But the words 
of Jesus were mostly about the 
kingdom of God. which is greater 
than the 
church—although 
the 


church is the one chief agency for 
bringing to pass the kingdom. And 
when men and women unite with 
the church 
they are becoming 


members of the oldest, most widely 
distributed and most useful organi- 
zation on earth. Despite all her oft- 
proclaimed 
imperfections, 
t h e 


church is the best thing in the 
world; for she Is steadily doing the 
work of 
Christ, and cultivating 


Christianlikeness In human beings. 
To serve the: church is theshortcst 
cut to the service of humanity and 
of God.

in and, tired and thoroughly weary, 
all agreed to recess till later in the 
morning, after receiving the quiet 
asurancc of leaders that the fight 
against the filibuster

be 


brought to a finish. 
Numerous roll calls, reading from 


magaiznes, sharp words and a good 
natured by-play upheld the tradi- 
tions of senate filibusters not un- 
common as a short session of con- 
gress Is drawing to Its close.

, casually folded his arms and tos- 
j t i f i e d in a. measured, well-balanced 
lono as he was led through nn in- 
terrogation by Wayne Davis of his 
counsel. 


The 
congressman-elect 
recited 


the history of his 
life from his 


birth in San Anttonio. study and 
work at stenography there, study 
and practice of law. and elevation 
to public office. Once he was an 
alderman by appointment and eight 
years ago became Bexar county 
judge. The S1750 
Ecxar 
county 


courthouse and roads and bridges 
entailing large expenditures were 
built under his administration, he 
said, and nothing ever was 
offi- 


cially questioned. 
He aspired to a seat in congress, 


he. testified, because "I had an am- 
bition to go to congress 
and 
it 


would give me additional educa- 
tional opportunities for my chil- 
dren.'1 


Tells of Burners. 


The prosecution objected when 


the defendant was asked whether 
there had been rumors in San An- 
tonio prior to the election. He was 
permitted to answer, however, and 
testified that from "The Wurzbach 
machine" rumors emanated that 
"it didn't 
make 
any 
difference 


whether I was 
elected 
or not; 


things would be so balled up that 
I never would be seated anyway." 


The candidate defeated, on the 


face of returns was 
Harry 
M. 


Wurzbach of Seguin, Texas' only 
republican congressman. 


Judge McCloskey testified he had 


a certificate of election, but the de- 
fense successfully resisted the pros- 
ecution's effort to force its intro- 
duction. 


He recited, over frequent object- 


ions, that after the election many 
stories of vote theft were brought 
to him from various sources, and 
that precinct 20 involved, in the in-i 


dictment which is the medium of 
the present trial. 24, mentioned in 
another indictment, and 65 wero 
named. 


Admits Englehardt Story. 


He admitted that he sent Fritz 


Englchardt. presiding judge in pre- 
cinct 20, to get Englehardt's rec- 
ords for purposes of comparison, 
as it was no violation of the law 
for him to do that. However, he 
said, he never did examine the 
papers, and returned them unop- 
ened. 


McCloskcy also admitted that he 
sent Alfonso Newton, Jr., Bexar 
county sheriff, to the 24th precinct 
presiding judge for his records, 
but said he never did see them. 
"I suppose he did" the 
witness 


said when asked whether Newton 
had brought, the 24th precinct rec- 
ords, but he did not remember the 
occasion. 


The defense then worked into 


the allegations made In the testi- 
mony of Dave Dewhurst, assistant 
Bexar county clerk, the 
state's 


star witness. Dewhurst said that 
with McCloskey's knowledge and 
approval he showed Charles Rami- 


rez how to steal the election, the 
time being the Saturday afternoon 
after the Ngvember 6 election. 


Was Hunting at the Time 


McCloskey testified that at that 


time he was with a man bird hunt- 
ing twenty miles from San An- 
tonio. 


He denied that he had anything 
to do with Dewhurst or anybody 
else In changing eleceion records. 
He admitted Dewhurst h_d told 


him once that the race was getting 
close and asked his intentions. 


"I told him nothing," said Mc- 


Closkey. 


McCloskey testified he had writ- 


ten to Wurzbach urging him to join 
with him in asking an official re- 
count. 
"He ridiculed it," the 
witness 


said. 
The defense rested at 10:40 a. m., 
and a brief was declared. 


Denies Connection 


'I didn't know it was done, and 


don't yet," said McCloskey in-deny- 
ing any connection whatsoever with 
faking returns. 


He proceeded with detailed den- 


ials of 
every allegation by the 
state. 
The 20th precinct returns were 


obtained 
for 
examination 
by 


Henry Russi, McCloskcy said, and 
he himself would not "have known 
whether they showed thefts from 
him. 


"Didn't the 'machine ticket' on 


which McCloskey ran have the ap- 
pointment of election officials and 
consider it unnecessary to appoint 
watchers 
or supervisors?" asked 


Henry H. Brooks, Travis county 
district attorney. 


"No," was the response. "If I had 


had the money I would have had 
supervisors in 
about 
fifty pre- 


cincts." 


"I don't pay any attention 
to 


newspapers when I'm trying to get 
real information," he said, when 
asked if first he and then Wurz- 
bach was reported ahead.

Mr. Donovan, who is assistant to 


the attorney 
general, conferred 


briefly with Mr. Hoover today and 
was understood to have informed 
the president-elect of his unwill- 
ingness to accept the post of secre- 
tary of war or the eovernor-gencr- 
alship of tho Philippines. He was 
said to have told Mr. Hoover he 
considered himself suited only for 
certain federal positions and that 
the secretaryship of war was not 
among these. 


Cabinet Near Completion. 


With the selection of an attorney 


general decided upon, Mr. Hoover 
was said to be in a position tq com- 
plete his cabinet within a short 
time. Although Mr. Mitchell is a 
democrat, ho was represented as 
having voted for Charles Evans 
Hughes in 1"916; for President Cool- 
idge and for Mr. Hoover. 


The attorney generalship at one 


time was expected to go to Don- 
ovan, who was represented today 
as being annoyed by the opposition 
raised against him for this post 
by certain dry forces and others. 
He was said to feel he was being 
looked upon by these forces not as 
an individual whose capacity for

and 
administration 


were to be taken into account. Mr. 
Donovan Is returning as soon as 
possible to Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
to wind up his activities as chair- 
man of the Builder dam commis- 
sion and as commissioner on the 
Rio Grande commission.
